This week we come to oar 
reader i with what we believe in 
good newt — yes, glorious, glorioat 
new* to us at least— about the 
College. * 

It is saved to our church. 

The Bx-Truitses, who are 
brethren of the Conservative 
church, and those of the present 
Board who were trustee* before 
the church divided, have agreed 
to pay over twenty-one thousand 
dollars of the debt, (121,000,) and 
we, the Brethren Church, is to 
pay f20,000, and take the College, 
Under the arrangement, over 
115,000 of the notes of subscrip- 
tion remain in oar hands so that 
only |5,000 remains to be made 
op ; and now, the students of 
Ashland College, who are work- 
ing with the Brethren Church, 
and who are iu hearty ^sympathy 
with the Trustees, — true end 
noble good young men they are 
— have pledged themselves to 
pay the interest on #5,000 for a 
year or more, until the amount is 
secured. 

Now brethren let there be no 
more tardiness, we pray you. 
Come on and pay the conditional 
notes that you have given, gather 
up any subscription* that yon 
can, and dollar donations, and 
tend them in. Let everygone 
render assistance in every way 
he can, and make the remainder 
Ol the work easy for us. We 
ought to pay this in a year, and 
then f rom the impulses of a gen- 
erous heart, to get up a benefit 
for the trustees and ex-trustees 
wbo pay the twenty one thousand 
of the debt,

The Great Commission.

In the last nnmter it 
shown that baptizing means dip- 
ping, and that the proper persons 
to be baptised are tboee who have 
become disciples. They are not 
made disciples by being baptised, 
but they are baptised because 
they were converted and are 
disciples of J esae. Bat how are 
they to be baptised T 

"Into the name of the. Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Gkott." 

What shall be done "into the 
name of the Father! The disci- 
ples are to be baptised (dipped) 
"iu the name ot the Father." 
This will require once dipping. 
But there is something "of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost," for 
so the inspired author says. 
What can it be T Certainly the 
same as "of the Father;" that is, 
as they were to baptize them 
"into the name of the Father," 
so were they slso to baptize them 
"into the name of the Son," and 
also, "into the name of the Holy- 
Ghost/' 

But why should the disciples 
be thus baptised T Evidently, to 
represent their faith and their 
new relationship. They were 
taught of the Father and they 
now believe in and acknowledge 
the Father and his work in our 
salvation. So are they baptised 
into the name "of the Boo't^to 
declare their faith in the Son 
and in his office and work in our 
salvation; and for this same 
reason are they baptized into the 
name "of the Holy Ghost." Any 
reason that can be ottered tor 
their being baptized "into the 
name of the Father" is also a 
reason why they should be bap- 
tised into the name "of the Son," 
and also into the name "of the 
Holy Ghoet." Trine immersion 
represents all the doctrine of the 
Bible iu relation to God, while 
siogle immersion does not and 
cannot. This tact alone should 
establish trine immersion beyond 
all doubt. If there had been no 
heresy in relation to the doctrine 
of the Trinity, there would have 
been no single immersion ; and 
the practice of single immersion 
is perpetuated today by heretical 
teachings with reference to the 
Father, Sod, and Holy Bpirit. 
The Gospel contains a "doctrine 
of baptisms," but it does not con- 
tain "doctrine of baptism," 
There is one ordinance of bap- 
tism, which is administered ac- 
cording to the doctrine that un- 
derlies it and is represented by it. 

In response to Bro. Mason I 
would say my three strongest ar- 
guments for trine immersion are *. 

1, The language of the com- 
mandment requires trine immer- 
sion. 

2. The "doctrine of baptisms" 
requires it. 

8. The history of baptism de- 
clares it, 

I hold myself in readiness to 
main, tain these three propositions 
against any opposition. 

As there has been considerable 
written on this subject lately, I 
will not take up any more valu- 
able space in treating it now, but 
will paas on to notioe the con- 


cluding part of the great com- 
mandment,

And while we expect to make 
a good report of work done by 
the Ohio Home Mission, we also 
desire to report every congrega- 
tion in Ohio as having responded 
to our call for help. We most 
earnestly plead with our solici- 
tors, and the congregations that 
every one do something. If yon 
are poor yon are not so poor bnt 
yon can do something, only do 
the little you can. It is true, 
onr treasury is not empty, neither 
do we want it to be, for then we 
can do nothing at all. We again 
request, if any brother or sister 
know of any place where we can 
send a missionary, and where 
good can be done, in the State ot 
Ohio, will yon please inform the 
secretary I Brethren Brown, 
Mason or any one, if yon have 
anything to offer or suggest upon 
this point, please send it in at 
once, aa we have some funds 
yet, and we wish to nse them to 
good advantage. 

In onr report at the last con- 
vention held at Bear Creek, Ohio, 
we suggested that every pastor 
in Ohio aid the solicitors by 
preaching at least one mission 
sermon a year. Have you done 
it my brother T If not why not, 
oan yon answer ? 

I Wish to have a little talk 
with our solicitors. Will you 
now go to work in earnest and 
solicit tnnds for the Home Mis- 
sion ? for upon you depends 
largely onr success in this work. 
Borne of you say, oh I would 
like to do something for yon but 
I fear I can't. See here my dear 
sister, have you tried it! No I 
have not. Then how do you 
know you can't do anything. Ob 
well I am afraid I can't, etc. 
Remember, perfect love casteth 
out fear. In conversation with 
some of our successful solicitors 
I said, how did yon do it, they 
said, well at first we were timid, 
and afraid we could do nothing, 
but at last we gathered courage 
enough to make an effort at least, 
and bow surprised we were, they 
say, when in a short time we had 
more money than we ever 
thought it possible to gather for 
this purpose, and then they set 
their heads to double the amount 
they bad collected, and they did 
it, and more too. Now this is 
but a sample of what oan be 
done where an effort is made. 

A good brother came to me st 
the last convention at Bear Creek 
and said, Bro. Kilhefuer our 
church is poor and weak in num- 
ber, but at onr Sunday School 
the matter of supporting the 
Home Mission was brought np, 
and our church and school have 
raised $10.00, which we freely 
give. The Lord loveth cheerful 
givers. And here ie another 
evidence ot what can be done 
where an effort is pot forth.

From Autre ws, i B d, 
On Feb. 18th, Bro. J. H. Ritt- 

gere commenced a protracted 
meeting in the German Baptist 
church at this place. He preached 
every week-day evening except 
two evenings, and twice on the 
two Sabbaths, closing the meet- 
ings on Monday evening, Feb. S7. 
Some two years ago, the German 
Baptists, by request, had decided 
that the Progressive brethren 
might have their church at this 
place for two or three meetings, 
■t one time. At the close of the 
third meeting, the brother who 
had charge of the house tamed 
the keys over to the writer, bat 
one man objected to the contin- 
uation of the meetings, and as he 
did not come to the church after 
the second evening, the meetings 
were continued. The audiences 
and the interest increased from 
the first to the last meeting. The 
outlook for the organization of a 
Brethren church the first week 
of the meeting was gloomy, in- 
deed. Some ten years ago about 
thirty-five members had been dis- 
owned Irom the German Baptist 
church because they would not 
conform in dress to the order of 
the church. The troubles these 
brethren and sisters had before 
they were cast out, and the futile 
efforts since made to have a home 
in the church, caused them to 
meditate much before again en- 
tering into church fellowship. 

On the fourth evening of the 
meeting only six persons w«re 
found who were willing to give 
their names for so organization. 
The number being so small that 
the six ware not willing to organ- 
ize with this number. The an- 
nouncement was made that the 
meetings were closed, bat as 
many lingered and seemed so 
much interested, it was conclud- 
ed to continue. 

At the end of one week a 
Brethren church was organized 
with a membership of 17 persons. 
Bro. Daniel Heioey and 8. M. 
Minnicb were chosen to fill the 
offices of Deacon and Class Lead- 
er, Sister Libbie Heiney was 
chosen Treasurer, and Mary B. 
Minnich for Secretory; Bro. J. 
M. Iiittgers was chosen Elder and 
Pastor. 

Sixteen were members of tbe 
German Baptist church, nearly, 
if not at), in fellowship. A num- 
ber of others say, "we will soon 
be with you." 

Bro. E. K. Binkley of the 
Huntington church came on the 
same day that Bro. Iiittgers came, 
and earnestly and faithfully la- 
bored as long as his health would 
permit On Saturday, the 18th, 
Bro. and sifter H. A. Switzer, 
Bro. and sister J. W. Dowmer, 
and Bro. and sister D. F. Dice 
ot North Manchester came to 
our help, with prayers and songs 
and good cheer. The Brethren 
church at Andrews are very 
thankful to yon, dear brethren 
and sisters, for your timely visit. 
Tour presence and kind words 
cheered np Bro Rittgers, and 
gave strength and courage to onr 
taint hearts. 

What will be the future of the 
Brethren church at Andrews, 
the future only can fully make 
known.
